Atherton Police 
Begin Licensing - 
Barnyard Animals 


Licensing of barnyard animals is 
underway in Atherton. Police Chief 
Ed Farrell started the process of in. 
specting premises the first of the 
week, 

Owners of animals may wait un- 
til police officers get to their dist- 
rict, as the premises must be in- 
spected anyway, Farrell said, or, if 
they desire, may stop at the police 
station. 

Farrell estimated that it will take 
two or three months for police to 
cover the entire city. 

Although the controlling ordin- 
ance was passed by the City Council 
in February, actual licensing was 
held up until printed forms could 
be prepared. 

Chicken, rabbits, horses, cattle and 
other barnyard animals must be li- 
censed under new amendments to 
the Atherton zoning ordinance. 

A fee of $2 will be charged own- 
ers of more than 40 chickens or rab- 
bits. Fewer than 40 require regi- 
stration, but no fee will be charged. 
License fee for any other kind of 
barnyard animal is $2 per head. 

Information required on the lic- 
ensing form includes name and ad- 
dress of applicant, number of ani- 
mals and location and size of hous- 
ing and yard facilities. 

Representatives of the police and 
health departments will make per- 
iodical inspections of facilities for 
keeping the animals, and if presence 
of the animals is judged a public 
nuisance, the license can be revoked. 

All feed, except hay, must be kept 
in rat-proof containers .

Dis- 
advantage of the alternative is that 
school buildings would be located 
close to the railroad track. 

The auditorium would be used as a 
little theatre by the school, Supt. 
A. C. Argo declared, but would be 
too small for a regular school audi- 
torium, 

Argo emphasized that the school 
board wishes to cooperate with the 
city, and pointed out that a high 
school located in the heart of Men- 
lo Park would be more convenient 
for citizens than one located on 
Ringwood Rd., where land now is 
being condemned for a high school 
site. This “Donohoe Propreyt” 
probably would be released by the 
school board if the Dibble land were 
acquired. 

He also stated that the school 
board could purchase the land 
cheaper than the city could. The ci- 
ty would be saved the cost of pur- 
chasing the land, and would only 
have to pay maintenance, which it 
would have to do anyway if it 
bought the land, he declared. 


COUNCLMEN SAY “NO” 


Councilmen reacted to the propo- 
sal unfavorably. They expressed the 
opinion that maintenance of the 
property would be the big item, not 
cost of the land. And use of the 
property would be subject to the di- 
rection of the school board. 

They also were of the opinion that 
Stanford Village won’t be given up 
by Stanford University for 10 or 15 
years, and that the apartment dis- 
trict where the proposed school 
would be located, would be the last 
to be released. . 


It was suggested that the school 
board would like to use the excuse 
of waiting for the land to be re- 
leased in order to postpone as long 


as possible erection of a high school t 


in this area. 


Argo, however, said he understood 
the apartment area would be the 
first to be released. 

Just when Stanford will be ready 
to give up Stanford Village is un- 
certain to college officials, Alvin C. 
Eurich, vice-president, declared this 
week, 

It depends upon hok long the liv. 
ing quarters will be needed by stu- 
dents and how long veterans will 
continue going to school, he said. 
He commented that if there is a de- 
pression, many more veterans prob- 
ably wiuld use the GI. bill than if 
prosperity continues. 

There might be thousands of stu- 
dents living at Stanford Village for 
years, he asserted. 

Dwight Adams, Stanford Village 
director, prophesied that all of the 
Village will be released at one time, 
but that, if released in sections, the 
apartment zone would be the last to 
go. 

He said the land might be released 
any time from three to 15 years, and 
that 10 years was a definite possibi- 
lity. Many veterans who would like 
to go to school have not been able 
to get in yet, he commented.

Lindsay Bros. Petitions Council; 
Stanford, Morey Tracts Included 


Steps to annex the Hopkins property south of Stanford Village 
to Menlo Park were taken by the City Council Tuesday night. 

A resolution starting annexation proceedings was passed unani- 
mously after a petition signed by Ray Lindsay, partner in the Lindsay 
Bros. Company, which owns the property, was received requesting the 


annexation, 


Annexation of the property would mean that Palo Alto and Menlo 
Park city limits would be adjacent for the first time, although corners 


of the two cities touch at El Camino 

Property proposed for annexa- 
tion includes three parcels of land, 
all contiguous. The largest one 
by far is the 168-acre Lindsay 
tract, formerly part of the Tim- 
othy Hopkins estate. It is bounded 
by Stanford Village, Middleficid 
Road, San Francisquito Creek and 
the Southern Pacific right-of-way. 

Also 
property owned by Stanford Univer- 
sity, between El Camino Real and 
the Southern Pacific right-of way, 
and the six-acre Morey tract, at the 
corner of Middle Ave. and El Ca- 
mino Real, where a pony concession. 
is now operated. 

Lindsay Bros. plan to subdivide 
their large tract. It would be en- 
tirely a residential development, ex- 
cept for a small commercial dist- 
rict at Willow and Middlefield 
Roads. 

The Palo Alto city and San Ma- 
teo county master plans call for 
bridges across San Francisquito 
Creek at Waverley and Alma Sts. 

The county master plan also calls 
for extension of Willow Road to the 
Alma St-Palo Alto Ave. intersection. 
This is contrary to the wishes of the 
subdividers, because it would cut 
Willow Road too close to the creek, 
thereby “damaging” value of the 
land for residential purposes, 

The City of Menlo Park also 
would prefer to reroute the Willow 
Rd. extension so that it would strike 
El Camino Roal at Cambridge Ave. 
The advantage would be that resi- 
dents of Stanford Park would have 
better access to the Bayshore High- 
way and residents of the new Lind- 
say subdivision would be encouraged 
to drive to Menlo Park to shop. 

The Planning Commission three 
weeks ago, instructed Ed Smith, city 
engineer, to suggest to the Lindsay 
Bros. that if the property came into 
the city, the city would be in a 
better position to alter the maser 
plan. On the strength of this prom. 
ise, Lindsay Bros. requested annexa— 
tion. 

Lindsay Bros. is in the process 
of incorporating, 

Public hearing on the annexation 
, will be held at the City Hall on May 
13 at 8 p.m., when all property own- 
ers involved may protest or affirm 
the annexation.

New Street Sweeper 
Cleans Twice Weekly 
In Business Section 


Two or three times a week the 
STREET SWEEPER, newly pur- 
chased by the City of Menlo Park, 
cleans up El Camino and other cen- 
ter-of-town streets. The improve- 
ment is so great and the expression 
of approval so general that the RE- 
CORDER turned to Superintendent 
of Streets Max Mielke, to obtain a 
bit of history about the city owned 
street equipment. The following is 
@ summary of his report. 

In 1944 the Street Department 
Owned one old truck, two shovels 
and a 100-gal. oiler. In 1945 one 
new Ford dump truck was added, 
cost $2,000 and one 12 ton base roll. 
er, $350. In 1946 one 10-ft. motor 
blade, $750, and one Skyline loader 
and scoop, $419.44. In 1947 one 10 
ton road roller (new) $3,565, and one 
Elgin street sweeper (the one we are 
now crowing about) $2,500. 

Thirteen. streets that seemed al- 
most beyond repair have been resur- 
faced in the past two years, said 
Mielke, who lists among other duties 
of the department: removing of de- 
cayed trees, trimming of trees and 
shrubs, painting of parking and 
safety zones and keeping all equip=

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Now It’s Here; Let’s Help It 


It is certainly a satisfaction to see our friends and neighbors 
preparing for the climax of Menlo Park’s Clean-Up Week. Genuine 
enthusiasm for the town’s house-cleaning has been in evidence for 
many days. The Lions Club began it and the Lions Club will see it 
through. But with all their energy and enthusiasm these boys 
could not clean up a town without the cooperation of the house- 
holders. That cooperation now seems assured, 


What’s more we expect the boys will have appreciative audiences 
along their routes—with a bit of flag-waving, hand-clapping and 
perhaps, the encouragement of hot coffee and doughnuts now and 
then. 


In most civic betterment movements it is the spirit of coopera- 
tion, the “will to unite”, that brings results. Also, in civic and pri- 
vate improvements, it is noticed that this will to unite follows some- 
body’s initiative. Sometimes credit is given where really not deserved 
—but does it matter much? Anyone attending the council meet- 
ings for the past few months would know that the Recorder’s fling 
at poking fun at our dirty streets, the gripes registered through and 
by this newspaper, did not purchase that sweeper. The Committee 
on Streets and Sidewalks, headed by Councilman Vernon Barker, 
placed an order for a new broom long ago. But our campaign 
against dirt, publicising the complaints of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and individual merchants, may have hastened the day of 
acquiring the much needed machinery. In any case it seems well 
in community matters to bring situations to public notice. Behind 
the hand slandering and dissatisfaction do little toward reform. 


Now that the broom is here we hope that Superintendent Olson 
will invite Max Mielke and his aids to demonstrate the value of the 
new machine before every child in Central and Fremont Schools, 
and to invite some members of the council (or Max) to explain to 
them our long need of this sweeper and its present effectiveness now 
that it is here. Perhaps all of us, along with the children, will re- 
spond to the pride of ownership. We can feel that this new machine 
that so greatly improves the appearance of Menlo is not the prop- 
erty of the Street Department, or of the City Council, but that it 
belongs to the City of Menlo Park—to US. It is our sweeper, and 
being ours we should plan to aid and abet it by care in disposal 
of rubbish. 

If every adult had been a Boy or Girl Scout in childhood days 
there certainly would not be the litter of papers, bottles, cigarettes 
and other discards now seen in our vacant lots and on our sidewalks 
—yes, even on the floors of our public offices and private business 
houses. “Scouts” learn to respect neatness. They bury the unsightly 
remains of outdoor picnic lunches and look for waste baskets inside 
buildings. We do not know what would be the expense of supplying 
a few more sidewalk trash boxes for El Camino and Santa Cruz 
Avenues, but we think it would be a very legitimate use for a little 
‘money. It is easy to give our town the reputation of being an order- 
ly city—a “Model Menlo”. Easy, if it becomes a community ambition. 


The Needy And The Chiselers 


Home relief for indigent people and unemployment insurance are 
far from being similar expenditures of the taxpayer’s money. In- 
digent means “needy”. The causes for need may be old age, illness, 
misfortune—there are many reasons why people are unable to sup- 
port themselves. Each county has its appointed “board” that investi- 
gates and passes upon the justice or validity of request for help. 
While there is always possibility for unfairness to creep in when 
humans judge the “requirements” of other humans, one hears few 
complaints about the county welfare boards and their allocation of 
funds. Most of us would rather some undeserving person were aided 
that that those really in need were not helped. (It can be noted 
here that our county provided general home relief for 336 indigent 
persons during this February. War-time high was 948 persons for 
January 1942, and war-time low was 103 during August of 1944.) 

~ * * * 

The California Unemployment Insurance Act has well been 
termed a “Loose” law, one that can easily be misinterpreted, with 
its administrators subject to violent pressures and to the whims of 
individuals. Some people get benefits they don’t deserve and some 
who deserve benefits do not get them. A law must state specifical- 
ly and exactly what it means and not loosely express a general policy. 

The authors and proponents of the California Unemployment 
Insurance Act could hardly have foreseen the way their intent would 
work out. The Act states that benefits are for people who are un- 
employed “THROUGH NO FAULT OF THEIR OWN.” Are persons 
who do not look for work unemployed “through no fault of their 
own”? Are people who quit their jobs to go on vacations unemployed 

“through no fault of their own”? 

With spring comes a universal feeling of wanderlust, a secret 
longing to chuck the job, no matter what it be, and go a vagabond- 
ing. With most of us a sense of Obligation interferes with such 
fancies, but there are a good many others who seem perfectly willing 
to obligate the community to contribute to their support while they 
seek devious means of avoiding work. Chisellers can not be kept Off 
the unemployment payroll until the Law itself is clarified. The Cal- 
ifornia Manufacturers Association is backing a state-wide commit- 
tee for investigating the present practices and making proposals for 
corrections in the inefficient law. ‘These changes would benefit 
honest job-seekers and forestall “cheating” in receipt of unemploy- 
ment compensations.

Senate, in the highway bill that 
body finally passed, cut the share of 


highway-user taxes that cities were 
to get from one-sixth to about one- 
eleventh of the total while counties 
were raised from a sixth to almost 
a quarter. It is time that some pro- 
posed metroplitan freeways were 
placed in the State highway system, 
but this didn’t make up the differ- 
ence by quite a margin. 

Actually, what happened is this. 
The counties and cities were each 
awarded 3|8 cents of the gasoline 
tax in new money. This would be 
fair only if the existing allocations 
also were fair. But now the counties 
get a full cent whereas the cities 
get only a quarter cent. Under Sen- 
ate Bill 5 as it passed the Senate, 
the counties would receive 1 and 3/8 
cents against the cities’ 5|8 cents, 
whereas the actual needs of the cit- 
ies and counties are equal, and city 
motorists contribute the bulk of the 
tax payments.

At 
the other end of the scale, 35 count_ 
ies with 1 per cent of the population’ 
have 50 per cent of the senators. The 
remaining 19 counties with 27 per 
cent of the population, have 40 per 
cent of the senators. Thus, the so- 
called “cow counties” have a domin- 
ating voice in the State Senate. 


Senate Bill 5 was pased by that 
body almost unanimously, and ar- 
rived at the Assembly with the en- 
thusiastic blessing of the league of 
California Cities, overjoyed at hav- 
ing gotten an even break. with 
counties on new revenue in the Sen- 
ate. But the Assembly proved a 
horse of another color, for while ap- 
proving the highway program as far 
as construction is concerned, it vot. 
ed down substantially all of the new 
revenue for financing this construc- 
tion. New streets, roads and high- 
ways without money is a fine trick, 
if it can be done. It is expected the 
bill as passed by the Assembly, will 
be sent to conference for a com- 
promise with the Senate where any_ 
thing, or nothing, may happen. 

To the City of Menlo Park, Sen- 
ate Bill 5 would have meant about 
$10,000 annually in new money to 


improve our streets, equivalent to 
about 30 cents on the tax rate.

But for the year 1946, with the biggest 
peace-time traffic in history, the rail- 
roads earned only .. . 2%%. This is 
less than one-half the comparable earn- 
ings for other industries.
